I  wrote  the  president  for  the  address  t a  which  to  send  the 
Pord  automohile  which  I  proposed  giving  to  the  University  hospital, 
hut  have  not  yet  heard  from  him. 

In  the  me,intime  I  loolced  up  the  question  of  freight,  and  find 
that  tiie  freight  on  a  Pord  automohile  from  Hew- York  to  Prance  is  ^^200. 
and  that  the  duty  on  a  Pord  automohile  into  Prance  is  ?R30.  Tlie  auto- 
mohile  itself  in  New  York,  crated  ready  to  send,  costs  ^!i90.  net, 

Which  takes  into  account  the  ^50.  reduction  v/hich  is  "being  made  to  all 
Ford  owners  on  August  1st. 

It  occurs  to  me  that  your  cormnittee  might  liave  some  way  of  for¬ 
warding  this  automohlle  without  duty  and  for  less  freigiit  charg#  than 
the  above.  If  so,  will  you  i  lease  have  theim  purchase  the  Pord  and 
send  it,  and  draw  on  me  at  once  for  the  amount  necessaiii'  to  pay  all 
charges?  I  notice  that  the  second  contingent  has  just  gotten  off 

and  am  very  sorry  tiiat  we  were  not  in  time  to  send  the  automobile 
witii  t'nern.  in  drawin:^  on  me  use  tne  above  business  address. 

The  reason  I  asked  the  president  for  the  address  to  which  to 
s-^nd  the  automobile  is  the  fact  that  Pords  sell  here  for  some  |l00.

The  conversation  on  the  suhurhan  train  corning  in  yesterday 
was  to  the  effect  that  "the  news  this  morning  is  good",  which  refers 
to  Italy  coming  into  the  war.  If  we  get  Rournania,  Bulgaria  and  Greece 
to  join  within  the  next  few  weeks  it  will  he  much  better  and  more  to 
my  liking.  I  am  reall.y  amused  at  the  Germans  calling  Italy  'perfid¬ 
ious'.  It  seems  to  me  that  Italy  knows  the  value  of  the  scraps  of 
paper  it  has  with  Germany.  We  are  awfully  sorry  here  about  Russia's 

set-back,  and  think  it  will  tend  to  prolong  the  war. 

All  business  here  has  slowed  down  markedly  since  the  Lusitania 
incident.  The  president  of  the  Northwest em  Railroad  Co.  told  me  last 
Saturday  that  lie  has  noticed  it  distinctly  with  respect  to  the  rail¬ 
road  business.  We  have  a  large  number  out  of  employment. 

Trusting  that  the  war  will  go  ahead  successfully  from  tuis
